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New trustees brought in to oversee five-year redevelopment 



PROPOSALS for a £3m makeover 
of Banbury Museum, including a 
new gallery by 2020, have been re¬ 
vealed by its chairman. 

Bob Langton hopes the Castle Quay 
establishment will see a revamp to its 
shop, the waterway gallery and an ex¬ 
tension at the museum, featuring a new 
gallery for exhibitions. 

It is hoped that phase one, the revamp 
of the shop, will be finished by next 
year to feature new counters, display 
units and historic objects. 

Within two to five years, there will be 
a revamp to the waterway gallery that 
would enable it to be rented out for mul¬ 
ti-purpose use. 

In the same timeframe, a new two-to- 
three-level gallery could be built to the 
rear of the building to host some of the 
countries’ “finest” exhibitions. 

Mr Langton added: “We will revamp 
the shop, galleries and extend the mu¬ 
seum on the back on two or three levels 
to include a new gallery. 

“It will be two to three years down the 
line at the latest and we are looking at 
£2m to £3m, which will be supported by 
a fundraising strategy 

“We could bring some of the finest ex¬ 
hibitions to Banbury.” 

To raise the required funds for the

expansion, Mr Langton said he would 
need to devise a new fundraising strat¬ 
egy and has started that process by se¬ 
lecting three new trustees. 

Director of public engagement at Ash- 
molean Museum Susan McCormack, 
freelance artist Alexandra Williams 
and councillor Tony Ilott, who replaces 
councillor George Reynolds, were se¬ 
lected, but a fourth is required. 

He added: “Mrs Williams will bring 
new talents and ideas to our trust board 
and we are delighted that she has 
agreed to join us. 

“Councillor Ilott has business expe¬ 
rience which will be most valuable. 

“We have lost a couple of trustees for 
various reasons and new trustees who 
have joined us have new skills.” 

Mr Langford said that planning con¬ 
sultants had been hired to assess the 
proposal, which could be dependent 
on the success of phase one and two, 
before a meeting next month to final¬ 
ise plans. 

Museum director Simon Townsend 
said the appointments were made 
with the expansion in mind and were 
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the perfect fit for the museum’s vision 
for the future. 

Mr Townsend added: “Banbury Mu¬ 
seum has ambitious and exciting plans 
for the future, our prestigious new 
board appointments equip us well to re¬ 
alise our development ambitions.” 

Mrs Williams, from Banbury, said: “I 
think it is a privilege to be asked and 
it is a local museum there are a lot of 
plans for the future and if you can get 
anyone interested in going to the mu¬ 
seum and learning it is a great thing.”

Residents show concern as 
council plans to make village

PLANS to build more than 2,000 
new homes in a north Oxford¬ 
shire village have caused con¬ 
troversy among residents. 

People in Bodicote have com¬ 
plained the houses will strip away 
the village’s identity 

The proposals are part of the Cher¬ 
well Local Plan 2011 to 2031, which 
maps out the local authority’s plan¬ 
ning development strategy for the 
next 20 years. 

Cherwell District Council formal¬ 
ly adopted the plan at its previous 
meeting on July 20. 

It sets out 1,345 homes to be built 
in the north east of the village south 
of Salt Way, and 1,090 homes on the 
east side of Oxford Road. 

Ron Glynn, 73, Bodicote Parish 
Council chairman, said: “The par¬ 
ish council have had absolutely no 
say, and the council need naming 
and shaming for what they have 
done to our village. 

“Bodicote has become the dump¬ 
ing ground for the large amount of 
housing set by the government. 

“The future for the village as a ru¬ 
ral retreat looks very bleak.” 

Cherwell District Council has 
claimed the development will pro¬ 
vide much-needed family homes 
and affordable housing. 

Land will also be made available 
to provide a new football ground for 
Banbury United, and the news has 
been welcomed by the club. 

The team, based at the Spencer 
Stadium in Station Approach, Ban¬ 
bury, has been offered the site by the 
district council because the existing 
ground is to be demolished to make 
way for a new housing development.

Delays on railway main line due to signalling problems 


RAIL passengers in Banbury 
experienced delays of more 
than an hour as a result of 
signalling problems. 

Due to a problem at 
Leamington Spa last 
Wednesday, passengers were 
left waiting up to 90 minutes 
for their trains between 
London and Birmingham. 

Some trains ended up being 
cancelled altogether and 
passengers were urged to 
check their journey carefully 
before travelling. 

Engineers came on site at 
about 10.30am to work on 
fixing the issue and services 
resumed at 11.30am, with a 
warning that there could still 


be delays. 

Routes affected by the 
signalling problems were 
Chiltern Railways between 
London Marylebone, Banbury 
and Birmingham Moor Street, 
Stratford-upon-Avon, and 
Kidderminster. 

First Great Western (FGW) 
trains between Banbury and 
London Paddington, and 
Oxford, were also affected.

Bus service defends decision to reduce services and extend journeys

PARENTS have been shocked to 
learn of school bus changes that 
could see children travelling an ex¬ 
tra hour each day. 

Five bus routes from Bicester to 
Blessed George Napier Catholic School 
in Banbury have been cut to four fol¬ 
lowing an Oxfordshire County Council 
retendering process. 

According to parents, many have 
not been notified ahead of the new 
school term and are concerned that the 
change could affect studies, and extra¬ 
curricular activities. 

Parent Andrea Craig of Langford Vil¬ 
lage pays for her son Jordan Craig, 15, 
to use the bus service - contracted out 
to bus company Grayline - to the Ban¬ 
bury school. 

She said: “The children used to get 
picked up at quarter to eight and in 
Banbury for half eight. 

“Now the children will need to be 
picked up at 7.16am. 

“One of the parents only noticed 
when they were given a new bus route 
number with the pass. 

“Coming into their final year our 
children are going to now have an ex¬ 
tended day and the county council has 
not contacted us. 

“We have been told before that there 
are good schools in Bicester but we 
wanted our son to go to a Catholic 
school.” 

There are currently 209 students in 
and around Bicester that use the bus 
service which has been contracted to 
Grayline for about two years. 

The restructured routes are now 
GRY1 from Kwik Fit opposite Cottage 
Hospital, GRY2 from Ambrosden, GRY3 
from Langford Village and GRY4 from 
Launton. 

For Langford villagers this means 
an expected 75-minute journey to and 
from school rather than the original 45 
minutes.

than 1,000 homes on land south of 
Canal Lane, in Bodicote, for the 
Longford Park development. 

It was approved by Cherwell District 
Council in 2009 despite concern that it 
will further erode the “green gap” 
between villages and the town. 

The site is also set to include a 
primary school, community facilities, 
shops, businesses and park and will 
completed by 2024. 

Now plans for some shops and a 
nursery have been submitted by 
developer Taylor Wimpey for the 
centre of the village. 

The two buildings would have four 
apartments over one shop unit and a 
surgery, with the other having three 
shop units and a nursery below 
another four apartments. 

In a report to Cherwell District 
Council’s planning committee, 
planning officer Caroline Ford wrote: 
“It is considered that the design of the 
proposed buildings for the local centre 
area are generally acceptable... 

“The local centre and village square 
is one of the most important spaces at 
Longford Park, with greater building 
heights to create a sense of enclosure 
to the civic space. 

“There are a number of outstanding 
highway safety issues as set out within 
the county council’s response as 
Highway Authority, but these matters 
have been raised with the applicant 
and amendments are expected. 

“Members will be updated on this 
matter at committee.” 

The committee will meet on 
Thursday at 2pm in Bodicote House. 


Mrs Craig added: “They have esti¬ 
mated 75 minutes but that is obviously 
before traffic in September and bad 
weather. 

“If they had done this last year just 
before my son was going in to Year 10,1 
would have taken him out, as it will be 
very difficult in his final year.” 

It comes as part of a retendering pro¬ 
cess for the wider council to make sav¬ 
ings to its school transport budget. 

The service was part of the subsi¬ 
dised buses provided by the council 
about three years ago and is in the pro¬ 
cess of being phased out. 


Oxfordshire County Council spokes¬ 
man Owen Morton said: “The council 
made no stipulation that the number 
of routes should be reduced, but invit¬ 
ed bids from providers to put forward 
their most cost-efficient solution. 

“There is no requirement to consult 
on a retendering exercise such as this. 

“The council held discussions with 
the school to keep them informed 
throughout the retendering process. 

“Since the details of the timetable 
were only finalised last month there 
was no opportunity to give families any 
advance warning and we apologise.”

Students starting 
university urged to 
get vaccinated 

HEALTH bosses are urging the 
8,000 school-leavers across the 
county to get vaccinated against 
meningitis. 

NHS England has issued a 
rallying call to Year 13 students and 
anyone under the age of 25 who is 
attending university to get 
vaccinated against the disease. 

The organisation estimates that 
there are more than 8,000 Year 13 
students eligible for the free Men 
ACWY vaccine which can protect 
against four meningococcal strains 
-A, C, WandY. 

The aim of using the vaccine is to 
prevent people becoming carriers 
of the meningococcal bacteria, 
which can live in the nose and 
throat. It is particularly important 
for people going to university 
where they will be mixing with lots 
of new people, some of whom may 
be unknowing carriers. 

NHS England’s head of public 
health Julie Hughes said the best 
time to get vaccinated is two weeks 
before the start of university. 

She added: “We know young 
people will be nervous and excited, 
getting their A-level results and 
potentially heading off to 
university. 

“Men ACWY is a new vaccination 
programme which has been 
introduced in response to a rapid 
increase in the number of cases of 
the highly aggressive strain of 
meningococcal disease, group W 

“If 17-and 18-year-olds in their last 
school year have not yet received a 
letter from their GP inviting them 
in for vaccination, I’d ask them to 
call their GP now.” 

The meningococcal disease 
develops rapidly, with symptoms 
including headaches, vomiting, 
muscle pain, fever, cold hands and 
feet and sometimes a rash that does 
not fade under pressure.

Report calls for action to 
stop epidemic of condition 
which affects one in ten

A TOP doctor has warned of a ‘tidal 
wave’ of diabetes patients as figures 
revealed one in 10 people are at risk 
of developing the disease in the 
county 

The statistics, released last week 
by Public Health England (PHE), 
show more than 58,000 people could 
be at risk of getting Type 2 diabetes 
later in life due to high blood sugar 
levels. 

The disease can shorten a suf¬ 
ferer’s life by up to 10 years, lead 
to blindness, and even foot amputa¬ 
tions. 

The PHE report is the most com¬ 
prehensive study carried out by the 
organisation and has led to calls for 
immediate action before thousands 
more suffer. 

Dr Garry Tan, consultant at the 
Oxford Centre for Diabetes, Endo¬ 
crinology and Metabolism and for¬ 
mer Hospital Heroes winner, said: 
“We have to warn against the tidal 
wave of the disease. People are talk¬ 
ing about it as an epidemic. 

“People at risk of developing this 
miserable disease should act now. 
It is something that can be prevent¬ 
ed.” 

PHE has responded by outlining 
its plans for a “diabetes prevention 
programme” in the county, to be 
rolled out by 2017. 

These include healthier eating 
and regular exercise, but PHE dep¬ 
uty director for the South East Dr 


Michael Baker admitted people liv¬ 
ing longer was also adding to the 
growing numbers. 

He said: said: “We are leading 
more sedentary lifestyles but we 
continue to be surrounded by calo¬ 
rific food. 

“Diabetes is affected by your age 
and what we eat, and with people 


living longer we are finding a 
higher proportion of people now 
have diabetes.” 

Between April 2009 and March 
2010 there were 22,782 Type 1 and 
Type 2 diabetics in the county. In 
the same period between 2013 and 
2014, this number rose to 27,054. 

Marston resident Phil Bacon was 


diagnosed with Type 2 diabetes two 
years ago. The 60-year-old said his 
blood pressure rose and his weight 
steadily increased. He was put on to 
a clinical trial in Oxford that looked 
to address the higher chance of 
heart disease from diabetes. After 
advice he is now watching his diet 
and keeping active with gardening.

OxSPA disability and youth sports 
officer Lucy Tappin said: “Ensuring 
sport and physical activity is available to 
all through Sportivate is vital to 
achieving our vision for Oxfordshire to 
be the most physically active county in 
the country by 2017.”

under 75 died from heart attacks. 

Medical director Professor Peter 
Weissberg said: "We mustn't be 
lulled into thinking we've beaten 
the disease. We urgently need to 
fund more research to find new 


ways to prevent and treat heart 
attacks, and ultimately, save 
more lives." 

The charity has recently 
contributed f 10m to a new £45m 
heart disease centre at Oxford 
University's Old Road Campus.

A FLEDGLING Oxfordshire firm, 
offering IT training to autistic 
people, has turned to the internet 
to fund its next venture, saying 
employers are missing a trick. 

Switch IT Training and 
Consultancy was launched last 
year to help young people with 
autism find work. Looking for a 
classroom space, it is now enlisting 
the help of the public to raise 
£10,000 for rent and running costs. 

Director and tutor Ryan Evans, 


from Banbury, said: "Nationally, 
only 15 per cent of autistic adults 
are in full-time employment. To 
me, that's a shocking statistic. 

"I worked at Swalcliffe Park 
special school, near Banbury, for 
seven-and-a-half years as an IT 
technician, but also tutoring pupils. 
It's an amazing school. 

"But when they leave school at 
18 they have nowhere to go." 

If a premises is secured, students 
would be trained and prepared for 


a CompTIA A+ qualification, a high- 
level certification recognised by 
the industry covering mobile, 
tablet, laptop and desktop 
computers on operating systems 
including Apple, Android and 
Windows. 

Mr Evans added: "They may have 
a different way of thinking about 
things that can be really useful. 
We're missing a trick."

A CHARITY awarded thou¬ 
sands of pounds through a 
scheme launched by the Ban¬ 
bury Cake’s parent company is 
encouraging other organisa¬ 
tions to apply as soon as possi¬ 
ble so they can benefit too. 

Every year the Gannett Foun¬ 
dation, the official charity of the 
Banbury Cake's parent company 
Gannett, gives away a total of 
about £20,000 to a range of worthy 
causes in the county 

Applications for this year are 
now open and organisations with 
registered charity status are in 
with a chance of receiving a grant 
of £5,000, £10,000, or more towards 
their project. 

And a member of Oxfordshire 
Crossroads, a charity that pro¬ 
vides care for adults and children, 


has spoken out urging charities to 
go for the scheme, after it won a 
substantial sum in 2009. 

Development manager at the 
charity Shaun Beckham, 36, said: 
“It’s meant freedom for so many 
people. I would say absolutely 
do it, to those charities thinking 
about it.

Oxfordshire Crossroads, based 
in Harberton Mead in Heading- 
ton, has been running since 1978 
and bought a new adapted van 
with wheelchair access with their 
grant of £25,300 - the biggest grant 
ever handed out by the foundation. 

Chief executive of the charity 
Mary Rainford said: “We never 
expected to get the grant and we 
were blown away. 

“We use the van all the time to 
take people on days out or on holi¬ 
days to Butlins or Center Parcs. 

“We have 90 staff working across 
Oxfordshire and we help about 
1,000 people every year.” 


And Mr Beckham added he was 
thinking about applying for the 
grant again this year. 

He said: “We use the van so much 
that we want another. We use it 
daily, it’s a real success for us. 

“We were overwhelmed when we 
first heard we had won the grant. 
Our van then was falling apart. It 
was on its last legs.” 

In the same year, Banbury Young 
Homeless Project was given a Gan¬ 
nett Foundation grant for £3,140 
for its five-a-side football team, 
which started playing in a league. 

The deadline for applications to 
be submitted for this year’s Gan¬ 
nett Grant is Friday, October 16.

Free nursery 
places offered 
to two-year olds 

FAMILES with two-year-old children 
have been advised to get in touch with 
Oxfordshire County Council about free 
nursery sessions. 

A national scheme means families 
which earn less than £16,000 a year can 
claim 15 hours of early years education 
each week. 

But the county council has said some 
parents may not be aware they qualify. 

The authority estimates about 75 to 80 
per cent of eligible families in 
Oxfordshire already use the scheme but 
the council wants to see that rise 
further. 

The council’s cabinet member for 
children, education and families 
Melinda Tilley said: “High quality early 
education can be crucial in making a 
difference to children’s achievement 
later in school life. 

“This funding means that two year- 
olds can enjoy being well-cared for 
while they learn, and I would urge 
people to find out if they qualify for a 
free place and consider the benefits of 
taking it up.” 

Early years provision in the county 
includes school nurseries, pre-schools, 
day care nurseries and some child 
minders. 

Kirsty Johnson, whose two-year-old 
son Isaac attends the nursery at Pegaus 
School in Blackbird Leys, 
recommended the scheme. 

She said: “He is a lot more confident in 
himself than he was before and he’s 
made real progress with his playing and 
communication skills. 

“While Isaac’s at nursery it also gives 
me extra time to get on top of 
everything I need to do on a daily basis 
without having to worry about what 
he’s doing.” 

Watchers of wildlife 
to monitor mammals 
with free survey app 

ANIMAL lovers in Oxfordshire have 
been urged to sign up for an 
endangered species survey. 

The People’s Trust for Endangered 
Species wants county people to be 
involved in the area’s rural nature. 

The task will be its mammals on roads 
survey, which runs until the end of 
September. 

The survey involves people 
recording sightings of mammals, dead 
or alive, which they spot on their car 
journeys. 

They can record them by using a free 
survey app available from Google Play 
and the App Store. 

The survey results will then be used 
by the trust to monitor the changing 
state of Britain’s wildlife populations.

The Michelin-starred Nut Tree in Mur- 
cott, near Bicester, was placed at number 
23, which was the highest ranking of any 
in the county. 

It was followed by The Lamb Inn, in 
Crawley, near Witney, which was placed at 
number 29. 

Also in the top 50 were The Star Inn, in 


Sparsholt, near Wantage, at number 31, 
The Five Alls, in Filkins, near Brize Nor¬ 
ton, at number 38. 

The Kingham Plough, in Kingham, near 
Chipping Norton, was the final county en¬ 
try, placed at number 44. 

Just over the Oxfordshire boundary, The 
Miller of Mansfield, in Goring, Berkshire, 
was placed number 26. 

Mike North, who took over the Nut Tree 
with his wife, Imogen, in 2006, said: “I 
saw it on Twitter yesterday and I am very 
pleased to be number 23 on the list. 

“We were 12th last year and it’s a shame 
to have slipped, but we are really pleased 


for the people above us, because it is very 
well-deserved and we have been closed a 
lot over the last 12 months. 

“It is really nice that in their opinion we 
are still the best pub in Oxfordshire.” 

The pub has featured in the guide every 
year since the couple took it over. 

The list of the country’s best pubs is 
compiled by looking at each pub’s scores 
in the guidebook, together with inspection 
reports and readers’ comments.

Cancer patient 
hope from study 


CANCER patients across 
Oxfordshire are being 
signed up to a massive 
genetic study that could 
improve the treatment of 
their conditions. 

Researchers will be asking 
eligible patients from 
around the county for 
genetic samples as part of 
the national 100,000 
Genomes Project. 

Doctors will be flagging up 
patients with breast, 
prostate, bowel, ovarian and 
lung cancer and asking them 
to provide a blood sample 
and a biopsy of their 
tumour. 

The samples will then be 
DNA sequenced - producing 
a full map of that patient’s 
genetic code - before being 
held in the national 
database. 

Professor Anna Schuh, 
director of the Oxford 
University Hospital Trust’s 
(OUHT) genetic medicine 
centre, said the data would 
be used to help treat current 
patients and for future 
medical research. 

One patient to benefit from 
a pilot study into genetic 
sequencing is Professor 
Kevin Gatter, who was 
diagnosed with rare 
metastatic prostate cancer 
in December, which has 
spread to his lungs and liver. 

The 63-year-old Oxford 
University pathology 
professor had a biopsy taken 
from his tumour as part of a 
pilot study and Professor 
Schuh said this had led to 
him being prescribed new 


medication specifically 
target to tackle his type of 
cancer. 

She added: “It is hoped that 
this will improve his quality 
of life and the disease will 
start to respond when it’s no 
longer responding to 
chemotherapy.” 

Professor Gatter, from 
South Hinksey, was 
delighted to get on board 
with the research so that 
benefits can be found as 
quickly as possible. 

He added: “This is the way 
forward, the future, or one 
aspect of the future. 

“I feel that it’s good to get 
involved in this project early 
on so that they have the 
maximum opportunity to 
get started so that any 
benefits that can be offered 
from them can be offered as 
soon as possible.” 

The 100,000 Genomes 
Project is the largest genetic 
study of its kind in the 
world. OUHT was chosen by 
NHS England as one of 11 
centres to collect the 
samples, with the Oxford 
Molecular Diagnostics 
Centre (OMDC) the central 
laboratory for the region. 

The project will see about 
1,200 samples collected from 
600 cancer patients as well 
as about 2,000 samples from 
about 660 rare disease 
patients and their families. 

Professor Schuh stressed 
all eligible patients would be 
approached by their doctors 
and samples only be taken 
after they give written 
consent.

Massive police cuts 
disputed by officer 



Research shows force 
could see £43m axed

A POLICING finance boss 
has vowed Thames Valley 
Police will not be hit with 
a predicted £43.7m cuts, 
but refused to be drawn 
on how much could be 
axed. 

Research by Devon and 
Cornwall’s PCC suggested 
TVP would face the largest 
reduction of any force in the 
country. 

Their research into a new 
funding formula found that 
TVP could face cuts of more 
than £43.7m, a 18 per cent re¬ 
duction. 

The new formula for allo¬ 
cating police funds - current¬ 
ly being consulted on - takes 
into account population, 
council tax base, bar density 


and deprivation levels. 

According to the Western 
Morning Press, the Home Of¬ 
fice had no concerns about 
the accuracy of the Devon 
and Cornwall Police and 
Crime Commissioner’s of¬ 
fice’s findings. 

But TVP’s Police and Crime 
Commissioner office’s chief 
finance officer Ian Thomp¬ 
son said cuts would not hit 
£43m, but could not estimate 
how much it could lose. 

He said: “Each individual 
police force is trying to find 
out what the formula means 


for them. The guidance is not 
clear and we are all coming 
up with a different answer. 

“We won’t be losing £43m 
but I can’t tell you whether 
it will be £lm, £2m, £3m or 
whether we will win in this.” 

He added that PCC Antho¬ 
ny Stansfeld would be writ¬ 
ing to David Cameron and 
meeting with Home Secre¬ 
tary Theresa May for clari¬ 
fication as to what the new 
formula could mean for TVP. 

TVP’s Deputy Chief Con¬ 
stable John Campbell said: 
“We are engaged in ongoing 


consultation with the Home 
Office regarding the funding 
formula. 

“Clearly a reduction in 
funding of this level would 
affect our ability to maintain 
our current levels of ser¬ 
vice.” 

TVP Federation chairman 
Graham Smith said that cau¬ 
tion ought to be exercised in 
the face of the research, but 
that if true it would be “cata¬ 
strophic”. 

Last month, the new acting 
superintendent for the South 
and Vale area Jim O’Ryan 
said the public might have to 
police their neighbourhoods 
in the face of cuts. 

Chief Constable Francis 
Habgood also said people 
may have to take more re¬ 
sponsibility for dealing with 
lower level crime. In July, 
former Thames Valley Police 
chief constable Sara Thorn¬ 
ton said cuts could mean of¬ 
ficers no longer respond to 
burglaries.

Conservationists record 
presence of pike, bream, 
roach and gudgeon in river

SEVERAL species of fish have 
been recorded for the first time 
in the River Cherwell, during a 
survey that involving stunning 
them. 

Nature conservationists from 
the Berks, Bucks and Oxon Wild¬ 
life Trust (BBOWT) used electric 
shock technology to stun the fish 
over a 75-yard stretch of the river 
in Banbury last Tuesday, before 
collecting them in nets. 

The fish were then measured and 
identified for a survey that will 
help a major makeover of Spice- 
ball Park this autumn. 

The specimens were then re¬ 
leased back into the river. 

Among the species seen for the 
first time in the Cherwell were 
pike, bream, roach and gudgeon. 

BBOWT spokeswoman Wendy 
Tobitt said: “The main thing was 
that there were more varieties of 
fish than we thought and that was 
the point of doing the exercise. 

“It was to find out what fish live 
in the river and how healthy they 
are, because we are going to be do¬ 
ing a major piece of work in the 
autumn and we will come back in 
12 months and do the same thing 
and see if there have been any 
changes. 


BBOWT project leader Judith Hart¬ 
ley added: “It was a positive morn¬ 
ing, with more fish in the river than 
many people would expect to see. 

“Most of them were in the part of 
the river where the trees are less 


overgrown, which shows the ben¬ 
efits of letting more light into the 
river.” 

She added: “The work we’re doing 
in the autumn will include removing 
some of the trees, to allow more sun-

light in, and increase the variety of 
riverside plants. 

“We hope to put a fish ladder fur¬ 
ther down the river, which will allow 
more fish to avoid the concrete weir 
and use the river upstream.”

CHURCHES across the county 
are falling into disrepair due to 
a lack of funds and ageing con¬ 
gregations, it has been warned. 

According to Historic England 
there are 14 listed churches in Ox¬ 
fordshire in a “very bad” or “poor” 
condition, placing them on the or¬ 
ganisation’s register of buildings 
at risk. 

Basil Eastwood, chairman of Ox¬ 
fordshire Historic Churches Trust 
and a former British ambassador, 
said there was a “serious, long¬ 
term problem” with the upkeep of 
churches, despite funding recently 
made available. 

In March, the Government an¬ 
nounced £40 million would be add¬ 
ed to the Roof Repair Fund, a na¬ 
tional funding pot for churches, on 
top of £15 million pledged in 2014 
and £20 million for the First World 
War Centenary Cathedral Repair 
Fund. 

But Mr Eastwood said: “It is not 
just a question of money, but one 
of human resources. 

“Congregations are getting older 
and smaller, meaning they are less 
able to muster money for repairs. 

“You also have to consider that if 
everyone in your congregation is 
aged over 60, who is going to climb 
up and clear the gutters? 

“It is a question of maintenance.” 

He said that if churches were to 
cope with future demand for re¬ 
pairs, they needed to broaden their 
appeal. 

“We must involve the wider com¬ 
munity, who may not come for wor¬ 
ship but for other things like their 
facilities,” he added. 

“You also need to involve young

people.” 

The “at risk” register means a 
building could be in danger of col¬ 
lapsing in coming years, or losing 
features that make it unique. 

There are almost 890 places of 
worship in the country currently 
on the risk register, 14 of them in 
Oxfordshire. 

They are included if they are 
listed Grade I or II and in a ‘very 
bad’ or ‘poor’ condition. 

Those considered at risk by His¬ 


toric England include the Gothic 
church of St Edburg’s, in Bicester. 

Historic England said the build¬ 
ing’s stonework was “showing 
signs of notable dilapidation” to 
the parapets and crocketted pinna¬ 
cles of the tower, and to the frieze 
on the south aisle parapet. 

Drainage was also in need of re¬ 
pair, it added. 

Reverend Peter Wright, a team 
curate, said repairs that were now 
being carried out were “normal 


refurbishment works”, but agreed 
challenges were bigger in rural 
areas. 

He said: “We are a town centre 
church and have seen our congre¬ 
gation grow in recent years. But 
funding building works is always a 
challenge and, mixed with that, we 
are trying to provide a wide range 
of facilities for the community.

ME AND EARL AND THE DYING GIRL 

(12A, 105 mins), a rom-com with 
Thomas Mann, RJ Cyler, Olivia

THE good die young and that 
seems to be the inevitable 
outcome of Alfonso Gomez- 
Rejon’s beguiling and intensely 
moving screen adaptation of 
Jesse Andrews’s debut novel. 

A teenager is diagnosed with 
cancer, classmates offer 
sympathy and one friend 
sacrifices his studies to support 
her through chemotherapy 

There are obvious similarities 
to The Fault In Our Stars, but 
while that film had audiences 
sniffling from the opening 
frame, Me And Earl And The 
Dying Girl mines a rich vein of 
offbeat humour. 

“This isn’t a touching, 
romantic story,” confides Greg 
Gaines (Thomas Mann), the 
socially awkward high school 
student and narrator of Gomez- 
Rejon’s remarkable film. 

To some extent, he’s right: 
there’s no boy meets girl 
cuteness, no stolen kisses or 
wish fulfilment about the 
healing power of nascent love. 
But his story is deeply affecting, 
recounted as a scrapbook of 
bittersweet vignettes and 
animation, with captions like 
“Day 1 Of Doomed Friendship.” 

At the behest of his parents, 
Greg visits estranged childhood 
friend Rachel Kushner (Olivia 
Cooke), who has been diagnosed 
with leukaemia. 

“I don’t need your stupid pity 
so please go,” she tells him 
coldly, but Greg persists to 
placate his meddlesome folks. 

A faltering friendship takes 
root, to the delight of Rachel’s 


boozy mother (Molly Shannon). 

In order to impress his high 
school crush, Madison 
(Katherine C Hughes), Greg 
agrees to make a film for Rachel 
with his partner in creative 
crime, Earl (RJ Cyler). 

They have been producing 
charming homages for years, 
including A Sockwork Orange, 
Senior Citizen Kane and 
Anatomy Of A Burger. 

The pressure to deliver a 
masterpiece weighs heavily on 
Greg, creating friction with 
Rachel, who doesn’t want to be 
surrounded by negativity 

“You can go back to your life of 
being invisible, detached and 
self-hating,” she sobs. 

Me And Earl And The Dying 
Girl is a beautifully judged rites 
of passage drama, that eschews 
mawkishness and emotional 
manipulation in favour of a 
richly detailed portrait of 
adolescent dreams in crisis. 

Gomez-Rejon’s whimsical 
visual flourishes are a delight, 
perfectly reflecting Greg’s love 
of classic cinema and his 
penchant for homemade props. 

The film is punctuated by 
frequent moments of 
unexpected humour, like when 
Greg says something 
thoughtless and insensitive and 
stares at a poster of a Hollywood 
hunk dressed as an iconic comic 
book superhero. 

“I’m damned if I’m letting a 
punk like you waltz in here and 
stupid the place up,” growls the 
character, disapprovingly. 

Mann doesn’t strike a false 
note in the tricky lead role, 
gelling with Cyler and Cooke. 

“This isn’t a sappy love story,” 
Greg emphasises. No, it’s 
something far more precious, 
fragile, haunting and life- 
affirming.

SINCE the launch of arguably 
the world’s first crossover vehi¬ 
cle in 1995, drivers have revelled 
in the rugged respectability and 
rock-solid reliability of the up¬ 
market Subaru Outback. 

Now the fifth generation of the 
Japanese firm’s flagship model 
cruises into the UK with a new 
look, higher quality interior and 
a lot more high-end technology. 

Leading the way is the so- 
called “second pair of eyes” that 
might just prove to be an impor¬ 
tant element in securing sales. 

EyeSight is Subaru’s collision 
avoidance technology, which 
uses stereo colour cameras ei¬ 
ther side of the rear-view mirror 
to monitor the road ahead for po¬ 
tential hazards. 

The system detects everything 
from vehicles and pedestrians, 
to cyclists and potential hazards, 
and when the system spots a po¬ 
tential problem it lets you know 
with loud warnings that are im¬ 
possible to ignore. 

Inside the smart interior, the 
most visible addition to the 
dashboard is a touchscreen that 
controls infotainment and satel¬ 
lite navigation systems, smart¬ 
phone connectivity and the rear 
view parking camera display.

The Outback, in 1995, was the 
first car in the UK to successfully 
combine a luxurious estate with 
capabilities of an off-roader. 

Its practical, all-road nature 
and long distance capabilities 
remain untouched, but there is a 
new exterior design and upgrad¬ 
ed cabin. It always came to life 
as a long-distance cruiser and 
the latest model is even happier 
when pushed hard on long jour¬ 
neys. Travelling at speed in poor 
weather conditions, few vehicles 
feel as settled and safely glued to 
the road. 

Handling and ride quality have 
now improved and the steering 


ratio has been quickened for 
more accurate response. All are 
fitted with a system that effec¬ 
tively brakes the inside wheels 
under cornering, quelling un¬ 
dersteer and oversteer. 

Off road, the test model is even 
more capable, thanks to its 20cm 
ground clearance and an elec¬ 
tronic off-road control feature. 

Priced from £27,995, the Out¬ 
back is powered by a simple 
choice of a 2.0-litre, 150 horse¬ 
power, turbo-diesel engine, or a 
naturally-aspirated, 2.5-litre, 175 
horsepower petrol unit - with 
either manual or Lineartronic 
CVT transmissions. 


Salon Prive supercar show 

Bid for a rare car with low mileage 


SILVERSTONE Auctions is lining up 
its most prestigious sale of the 
year at the Salon Prive supercar 
show at Blenheim Palace. 

The sale tomorrow features rare 
cars boosted by low-mileage 
models from a unique collection. 

The star of the show is an as-new 
Porsche 911 Supersport, with only 
743km on the clock - one of five 
cars from one meticulous collector. 

The owner has had all five since 
new in Germany and they will 
open proceedings at Salon Prive, 
letting buyers bid for these ultra- 
low mileage, left-hand-drive 
models from Mercedes-Benz, 
Daimler and Porsche. 

First under the hammer is an 


immaculateMercedes-Benz 280SE. 
Given the model's popularity in 
the 1980s, it is rare to find one with 
such little use. However, this 
model registered in 1985 did just 
5,700km in its lifetime. All 
registration, service and 
maintenance work is documented, 
plus the original orderform. It is an 
ideal opportunity to own a unique 
'nearly-new', 30-year-old car. 

Like its saloon brethren, this 
Mercedes-Benz 560SEC was also an 
'80s icon. This car was first 
registered in 1986 and supplied 
new to Germany, where it covered 
38,000km. All original factory 
paperwork and service history 
verify its excellent condition. 


Supplied new in Germany in 
1975, a rare manual Mercedes- 
Benz 280SLC has 16,500km on the 
clock. It has a red leather interior 
and unmarked white paintwork. A 
history file has documentation for 
its 40-year history. 

A different prospect is a 1988 
Daimler Double Six Series III with a 
Nardi steering wheel, a respray in 
metallic blue and chrome wire 
wheels. It has travelled just 
3,297km. 

A near factory fresh 1986 Porsche 
911 SuperSport, with 743km on 
the odometer, is a collectors' item, 
offered without reserve.
